CUBAN COMMITTEE REPORTS. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS PM) 
HAVANA, March 27.—Three separ- 
ate reports on the reciprocity treaty 
with the United States were  pre- 
sented to the Benate this afternoon by 
the Foreign Relations Committee. One 
signed by the chairman, Senator Busta- 
ment: the President of .the Senate, 
Senator Capote, and Senator Dolg, 
recommended the approval of all the 
amendments adopted by the United 
States Senate. Senator Zayas pre- 
semted a report against the ratifica- 
tien on account of the action of the 
United States Senate in confirming the 
20 per cent. reduction on the duty on 
sugar, to the basis of the tariff law of 
1897. Senator Tamayo submitted the 
third and adverse report upon all the 
amendments. Both the minority re- 
ports were rejected by the Senate. 
The majority report will be discussed 
tomorrow, and ft is expected that it 


‘will be approved by a small majority. 


Its provision requiring the adoption of 
the treaty by the United States Con- 
gress before December 1, however, is 
generally believed to be fatal to the 
treaty, since the acceptance by the 
United States Senate of this provision 
is impossible. 

PALMA CAN'T CHANGE THEM. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-A.M.! 

HAVANA, March 27.—President Pal- 
ma had a two hours’ conference at 
the palace today with the entire For- 
eign Relations Committee of the Cu- 
han Senate, at which every endeavor 
was made to induce the committee to 
climinate the condition regarding the 
limit of time in which the reciprocity 
treaty is to become effective. The mi- 
nority, however, persisted in its op- 
position. Of the three majority Sen- 
ators, Sefiors Capote and Dolz ap- 
peared willing to ratify the treaty 
without the limit condition, provided 
Sefior Bustamente, the chairman, 
would consent. But the latter was ob- 
durate. 

President Palma and Sefior Zalda, 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs, offered to 
inform the United States government 
that the treaty would be ratified on 
condition that it would be operative 
by the date desired, but Sefior Bus- 
tamente insisted that it should be 
made a legal condition .of acceptance. 
All three of the majority Senators per- 
sisted in the belief that the time limit 
named would not damage the ultimate 
ratification of the treaty itself. 

President Palma and his Cabinet be- 
lieve the majority of the Senate will 
adopt the majority report.

The directorate of the steel trust is 
split into factions. One of these has 
centered its energies in Judge E. H. 
Gary, chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee. Another faction inclines to 
James Gayley, first vice-president. 
Gayley is not antagonistic to Schwab, 
but can more properly be described 
as Schwab's heir. Should it develop 
that Schwab is loser, his strength will 
more than likely descend toe Gayley. 
The third faction has named Henry 
C. Frick as its representative. Frick 
is not an active candidate for the 
presidency of the steel trust, and has 
discouraged attempts by his friends to 
put him in that attitude; but it is 
well known in steel] and iron circles 
that he is in reality 4 moet formidable 
opponent of the Schwab régime. 
Schwab owes his elevation to the 
presidency of the street trust largely 
to Carnegie.

One of the Most Vital Provisions in 
Measure Provides for the Repatriation 
of Evicted Tenants—Untenanted Es- 
tates to Be Made Fruitful.

LONDON, March 27.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.} The text of the Irish Land 
Purchase Bill, which was introduced 
in the House of Commonge by the Irish 
Secretary, Mr. Wyndham, on Wednes- 
day mst, was given out today. It oc- 
cupies thirty-nine pages of a parilia- 
mentary paper, and bristles with tech- 
nicalities. The full wording reveals 
many important features which were 
not mentioned in Mr. Wyndham’'s 
speech when the bill was introduced. 
All arrears of rent due at the time 
of the purchase of land are recover- 
able by the !tand commission, and not 
the arrears for a year only, as previ- 
ously cabled. The land con:mission- 
ers, however, are given power in #pe- 
cial cases to remit part or all of the 
arrears. 

The commissioners are not permitted 
to purchase estates which are not 
mainiy agricultural or pastoral. Thus 
Killarney ts exempt under this clause. 
In cases of un ntetl estaics pur- 
chased by the témmissioners, they 
are empowered ™ execute the neces- 
sary works of improvement, which 
tremendously enlarges the scope of 
the commission's expenditure. The 
commission is empowered to declare 
sub-tenants to.be the tenants of any 
holding by them, which will vastly 
benefit hundreds.

LEVEES GIVE WAY 
UNDER MIGHTY STRAIN. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


SW ORLEANS, March 27.—Inter- 

est in the flood situation here today 

centered in the break at Hymelia, 
forty miles above this city, anf’ the 
disustrous crevasse reported south of 
Greenville. Cotton men felt especially 
concerned with respect to the latter. 
While this break will doubtless cause 
a fall in the river in the vicinity of 
Greenville, and for a considerable dis- 
tance south, the water which goes 
through must inevitably return to the 
Mississippi through the Yazoo, thus 
prolonging the period of high water 
south of that point. 

Today's developments at Hymella 
give much encouragement Under ex- 
perienced crevasse fighters 700 laborers 
were put to work early in the forenoon, 
and tonight's advices were to the ef- 
fect that if the work is not inter- 
rupted, the break will be closed by 
Sunday. The width of the crevasre 
between 160 and 200 feet. A large 
area is already submerged, but if the 
efforts of the forces at work are suc- 
cessful, the water will quickly drain 
off 
The crevasse is in the heart of one 
of the sugar districts of Louisiana. 
If it should get beyond control many 
valuable plantations probably will be 
covered with water in a few days. The 
Texas Pacific and Southern Pacific 
roads have not thus far been affected, 
but trouble is likely \ occur if the 
crevasse is not closed. 

It is expected at the Illinois Central 


Offices that through traffic over the 
Mississippi Valley road will be sus- 
pended as a result of the disaster. 
The belief that the high-water levee 
was cut in order to relieve other sec- 
tions is strong, and any attempt to 
repeat the action is likely to be fol- 
lowed by bloodshed. The river has 
fallen considerably in the immediate 
vicinity of Hymelia, and the strain 
has been materially lessened on the 
levees on the east bank of the river.

NEW YORK, rch 27.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A r@port has been circu- 
lated to the effect that a ban has been 
placed on all importations of fruit from 
the Cecil Rhodes Fruit Farms, Limited, 
of South Africa, but this has not been 
substantiated by any of the authorities 
under whose inspection the matter 
would pass. The fruit growers and 
dealers of California have been much 
interested in the new production, and 
several packages of fruit sent to that 
State have been destroyed to prevent 
importation of Queensland fly 

fgobel & Day, through whom most 
of the fruit has been received this 
season, sent a box of Wicksom plums 
to Stephens of Sacramento for his in- 
spection, after which it was to be for- 
warded to the editor of the California 
Fruit Grower. Stephens, who is chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the 
State Board of Horticulture, after re- 
ceiving the consignment, promptly had 
the box and contents destroyed by fire 
He states that South Africa is infected 
with the “Queensland fruit fly.” and to 
protect the country from an invasion 
of this destroyer he had taken action as 
precaution, although nothing sus- 
picious was found, and the fly itself was 
not there. 


Stokes, of Sgobel & Day, speaking 
today of the trade in African fruit, 


said that thus far the company has_re- 
ceived about 1000 packages of peaches, 
plums and nectarines. Plums and nec- 
tarines are giving satisfaction, but the 
peaches are green and insipid, and the 
quality is not suitable for this market. 
Only a few New York dealers are 
handling the product, among them 
such concerns as Hicks & Charles. it 
is said the interest involved in the 
Cecil Rhodes farms amounts to about 
£ 200,000, and while no great 
quantity of fruit from them has been 
imported into the United States. Lon- 
con is using from .200 to 300 packages 
per week. As yet, they have not been 
consigned here direct, the quantity not 
being sufficient to warrant direct pas- 
sage. The interests, however, in South 
Africa have expectations of incre se. 
ing the amount of business with New 
York, enough to provide special ships 
of large cold-storage capatity.

Think of addressing an 
effusive billet-doux, full of high-priced 
poetical yearn, to your absent sweet- 
beart., with the awful foreboding that 
the time the letter reached her she 
might be living with her second hus- 
band, and possibly wielding the ma- 
ternal slipper over a private family of 
more than Mormonic proportions. 
Think of asking her for her company 
to the theater three years from next 
Christmas, and at the same time you 
do not have the slightest idea whether 
the play is going to be ‘“Florodora” 
_Or “Uncle Tom's Cabin.” Think of 
sending ber an expensive Christmas 
present which she will not receive nn- 
til one year from next Emancipation 
Day. or of mailing her a lovely lace 
valentine with a beautiful original 
poem on it in long primer, which you 
know will not reach its destination 
until after the next Presidential 
election.

told of the shocking case of a young 
girl—a girl only 15 years of age—who 
came to this city from Long Beach a 
few days ago,-in company with a 
young male companion—a boy of 18. 
As the miserable story ran, these chil- 
dren “attended the Orpheum and then 
went to the Palace Café, from which 
they emerg®® late in the night, the 
girl being ® a beastly state of in- 
toxieation.” The young man at- 
tempted to run away, but was caught 
by an officer and both were taken to 
the Police Station, where the girl's 
condition was found to be so serious 
that she was placed in the hospital, 
being taken home by her mother a 
day or two later. As for the young 
man who was responsible for bring- 
ing the girl to this city, and for the 
pitiable condition in which she was 
found, he escaped with a sentence of 
lifty days in the city prison. 

This is a sorrowful recital of sin 
and shame which may well excite in- 
dignation and apprehension in the 
breast of every father and mother. 
The young man who played so degpic- 
able a part in this little drama of In- 
famy may consider himself extraor- 

iparily fortunate in escaping with so 
a punishment. Men have often 
been sent to prison for long terms for 
deviucting -youpg girls; and ig guch 
cases the community, almost as with 
oBe voice, approves the punishment as 
richly deserved. 

But the most significant and 
tounding phase of this wretched af- 
fair, perhaps, is the evidence 
there exists In Los Angeles a public 
resort at which a girl of the tender 
age of 15 years can be furnished with 
intoxicants. Is it a custom, at the re- 
sort mentioned, to sell liquor to cbil- 
dren—to mipors of either sex—in vio- 
lation of the laws which expressly 
forbid such sales? And if it isa custom 
at the particular resort mentioned, is 
it also a custom at other similar re- 
sorts? These are pertinent questions. 
jit should be somebody's business to 
sce that they are answered satisfac- 
torily. 

The only satisfactory answer to 
these questions, it may be added, 
would be an emphatic and authorita- 
tive negative. If such an answer be 
not forthcoming, accompanied by con- 
vincing proofs that the law is not thus 
habitually v.olated, there should be 
instant forfeiting of licenses for each 
and every resort where the law pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor to minors 
is violated. 

Mothers’ and fathers’ hearts will 
bleed because of the waywardness of 
the children whom they love better 
than life itself. In spite of good coun- 
sel and loving kindness, in spite of all 
the precautions that love and watch- 
ful care can suggest, the shadow will 
enter many bomes, and will make 
them thereafter desolate. But the 
downward path should not be made 
easy for those whom love is striving 
in all possible and impossible ways 
to hold back from wrongdoing. If 
toere are public resorts in this city 
which invite young girls to enter an 
Open door to perdition, they should 
be exposed; and not only exposed, 
but closed. 


LUSH THE STREETS. 

All the talk that has been indulged 
in during the past few months in re- 
gard to the abominable condition of 
the principal streets of Los Angeles 
appears to have so far resulted in 
nothing. The streets are in about the 
same filthy condition as ever—that is 
to say, they were so, before the recent 
heavy rainstorm—and the Council bas 
been diligently doing nothing to in- 
augurate the promised reform. The 
new Sircet Superintendent, who gave 
us golden promises at the beginning 
of the year, has not yet “made good.” 
Citizens denounce the dirty condition 
of the streets, visitors express surprise 
and disapproval, our public bodies send 
urgent communications on the subject 
to the City Council, and occasiona!ly 
apnear before them in the shape of a 
deputation, but it all seems te avail 
notbing. 

Among those who are severest in 
their criticism of the condition of ‘he 
streets are intelligent travelers, who 
have been in many parts of the world 
and who make a visit to Los Angeles 
expecting to find it a city of spick and 
span tidiness. One such tourist rc- 
cently sent a communication to The 
Times in which, after stating that he 
had tried different winter resorts, at 
home and abroad, for twenty years 
past, and had finally decided that in 
point of climate California easily leads 
them a:i, went on to make some well- 
founded criticisms. Among other 
things he remarked that it seemed to 
him there had been in the last year 
or two a growing indifference to the. 
appearance of things. He missed the 
almost universal tidiness, both in town 
and country, which struck him so for- 
cibly on his first visit. Writing from 
na, he said:

geles I am more and more impressed 
with the slovenly appearance of many 
of the streets, the dirty pavements and 
sidewalks and, worse than all, the 
crowds of idle, {ll-looking men hang- 
ing about the corners—the very class 
that breeds the crime and vice so 
often complained of in your own col- 
umns—the characters that rob the un- 
wary and hold up street cars. 

“Now, then, things are beginning to 
be talked about by tern people, and 
I am sure I only reflect the opinion 
of many others when I say that per- 
baps, after all, California is not as de- 
sirable a winter resort as it might be. 
and that, in spite of its perfect cli- 
mate, there are other regions, not- 
ably the Mediterranean. “where far 
better social and esthetic attractions 
are offered at no great difference in 
accessibility or cost. 

“I think I am justified in complain- 
ing of these things, because I notice 
that your own newspapers are begin- 
ning to call attention to them, and also 
because they are evils that can be 
easily remedied if not allowed to go 
too far. 

“Of cou®se, California does not de- 
pend upon her tourists as some foreign 
countries have to. She has vast 
wealth in her mines and in her fruit. 
But beyond this, the travelers bring 
millions to her every winter, and it 
is most desirable that she should keep 
thelr patronage. lesson may be 
learned from Swifferland, one of the 
richest countries in Europe in pro- 
portio. to its size. and almost al! of 
whose weaith has been brought to her 
by tourists.” 

These views are reasonable, and are 
shared by many of our visitors who 
may not express them so plainly in 
public. The question is, are we to per- 
mit this condition of affairs to con- 
tinue, when it can be easily remedied— 
has been remedied in other cities, 
which do pot make any pretension to 
be health and pleasure resorts? There 
was one lesson of the heavy rainstorm 
on Tuesday evenigg which should be 
heeded. It gave the streets a wash- 
ing such as they have not had for 
many a day, leaving them in a con- 
dition of most pleasing cleanliness. 
Why cannot the city heed this lesson. 
and, as a number of citizens have 
suggested from time to time, imitate 
nature, by giving the three principal 
business streets a thorough flushing at 
frequent intervals, carrying off the of- 
fensive refuse that is so unpleasant to 
the ¢ye and the nose, and so dange;- 
gus tke 

Will the honorable members of the 
City Council perhaps fever the cit!- 
zens of Los Angeles with a statement! 
of any insupérable objection there 
may be to the adoption of this plan’
